twenty-five  years,  a  subway  or  tunnel  under  the

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against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims, 
damages  or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  sub- 
jected, on  account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any 
wise  resulting  from  the  presence,  construction, 
use,  maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location, 
relocation  and/or  removal  of  said  subway  or 
tunnel. 

Section  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Grantee,  for  and  on  behalf  of  itself, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  promptly  upon 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  execute  and  de-

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  The  Community  Co., 
a  Maryland  Corporation,  to  erect  an  enclosed  super- 
structure or  bridgeway  over  and  across  a  20-foot  alley 
to  connect  its  building  known  as  The  Hamilton  Arcade, 
on  the  Harford  road  50  feet  south  of  Hamilton  avenue 
with  the  building  facing  on  Hamilton  avenue,  200  feet 
west  of  Harford  road. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  in  pursuance 
of  the  po^ver  vested  in  it  and  for  the  convenience 
of  The  Community  Co.,  a  Maryland  Corpora- 
tion, and  its  employees,  permission  and  author- 
ity are  hereby  given  and  granted  to  the  said 
The  Community  Co.,  a  Maryland  Corporation, 
its  successors  and  assigns  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  grantee),  to  construct  and  maintain,  at  its 
own  cost,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  25  years,  an 
enclosed  superstructure  or  bridgeway,  one  story 
high,  above  and  across  a  20-foot  alley,  which 
shall  connect  its  building,  known  as  Tlie  Hamil- 
ton Arcade,  on  Harford  road  50  feet  south  of 
Hamilton  avenue  with  the  building  facing  on 
Hamilton  avenue,  200  feet  west  of  Harford  road 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  following: 

That  the  lowest  part  of  said  superstructure 
or  bridgeway  be  not  less  than  12  feet  above  the 
surface  of  the  20-foot  alley,  and  that  it  shall  be 
approximately  20  feet  long,  14  feet  wide  and 
one  story  high.  No  wood  work  or  other  com- 
bustible material  shall  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  same,  and  the  entire  structure  shall  be 
constructed  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  of  Bal- 
timore City  and  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter 
under  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  said 
Bureau  of  Buildings. 
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Section  2.  Avd  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expi'essly  reserves  the  right  and  duty  at  all 
times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  i)ublic, 
full  munici])nl  superintendence  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
this  grant  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  superstructure  or  bridge  way  shall  be 
completed  within  six  months  from  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  maintain  the  said  superstructure  or  bridge- 
way  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full  term 
of  this  grant. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained^  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns 
shall  pay  annually  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
as  compensation  for  the  privilege  hereby  grant- 
ed, the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Tv/elve  Dol- 
lars ($112.00)  per  annum  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  franchise. 

Section  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
non-compliance  with. any  of  the  terms  or  con- 
ditions of  the  grant  herein  made  shall  operate 
as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same  which  sliall  there- 
upon be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short 
of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any 
forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  shall  have  the  right, 
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at  any  time  whenever  in  his  jndgment  the  pub- 
lic interests  demand  it  to  revoke  the  rights  and 
privileges  hereby  granted,  and  upon  the  receipt 
of  a  notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  from  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  by  the  grantee  hereunder, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  all  rights  under  this 
ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the 
said  grantee  its  successors  and  assigns  in  the 
event  of  the  revocation  or  forfeiture  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  by  this  ordinance  granted, 
shall  promptly  remove  the  said  bridgeway  or 
superstructrue  at  its  expense. 

Section  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

An  ordinance  repealing  and  reordaining  with  amendments 
Sections  1  and  14  of  Ordinance  No.  431,  approved  June 
17,  1925,  entitled  "An  ordinance  creating  in  the  Health 
Department  a  Division  of  meat  inspection,  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  meat  inspectors,  providing  for  their 
duties  and  compensation;  requiring  all  establishments 
in  Baltimore  City  handling  meat  or  meat  products  in- 
tended for  use  and  sale  in  Baltimore  City  to  procure  a 
license  and  fixing  fees  therefor,  and  providing  for  the 
revocation  of  said  licenses;  providing  for  the  inspection 
of  carcasses  of  cattle,  meat  and  meat  products  intended 
for  human  consumption  and  the  condemnation  of  any 
of  the  same  found  to  be  unfit;  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
meat  and  meat  products  not  inspected  and  stamped  and 
the  sale  of  meat  and  meat  products  unfit  for  human 
consumption;  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  this  ordinance;  exempting  certain  persons,  firms  or 
corporations  from  the  provisions  thereof;  repealing 
Ordinance  No.  204,  approved  June  16,  1924,  and  making 
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allowance  to  dealers  on  account  of  license  fees  paid 
under  said  Ordinance  No.  204";  creating  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  a  Bureau  of  Meat 
Inspection,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  chief  in- 
spector and  other  employees  and  defining  their  duties 
and  providing  for  their  compensation;  and  providing 
that  at  establishments  subject  to  inspection  by  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  carcasses  inspected  by  the  said 
Bureau  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Ordinance  No.  431,  respecting  inspection  at  the  time 
of  slaughter,  so  long  as  such  inspection  by  the  said 
Bureau  is  subject  to  regulations  the  same  or  substan- 
tially the  same  as  herein  provided;  and  providing 
further  that  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have 
access  at  all  times  to  such  establishments  as  are  under 
Federal  Inspection;  and  providing  further  that  should 
such  inspection  by  the  said  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
be  withdrawn,  said  establishments  shall  become  subject 
to  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  Ordinance  No.  431;  and 
providing  further  that  if  any  part  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  declared  invalid,  then  this  entire  ordinance 
shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  and  the  said  Ordinance 
No.  431,  approved  June  17,  1925,  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  1  and 
14  of  Ordinance  No.  431,  approved  June  17, 
1925,  entitled  *'An  ordinance  creating  in  the 
Health  Department  a  division  of  meat  inspec- 
tion, authorizing  the  appointment  of  inspectors, 
providing  for  their  duties  and  compensation; 
requiring  all  establishments  in  Baltimore  City 
handling  meat  or  meat  products  intended  for 
use  and  sale  in  Baltimore  City  to  procure  a 
license  and  fixing  fees  therefor,  and  providing 
for  the  revocation  of  said  licenses;  providing 
for  the  inspection  of  carcasses  of  cattle,  meat 
and  meat  products  intended  for  human  con- 
sumption and  the  condemnation  of  any  of  the 
same  found  to  be  unfit;  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  meat  and  meat  products  not  inspected  and 
stamped  and  the  sale  of  meat  and  meat  prod- 
ucts unfit  for  human  consumption;  prescribing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  ordinance; 
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exempting  certain  persons,  firms  or  corpora- 
tions from  the  provisions  thereof;  repealing 
Ordinance  No.  204,  approved  June  16,  1924, 
and  making  allowance  to  dealers  on  accomit 
of  license  fees  paid  under  said  Ordinance  No. 
204,"  be  and  the  same  are  herel)y  repealed  and 
reordained  with  amendments  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

1.  That  there  shall  be  in  the  Department  of 
Health  of  Baltimore  City,  a  Bureau  designated 
as  ^'Bureau  of  Meat  Inspection,"  and  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  said  Bureau  and  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  shall  appoint  such  number  of 
inspectors  at  such  salaries  as  shall  be  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City.  The  Chief  of  said  Bureau  shall  be  a 
veterinarian,  licensed  by  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, who  has  had  practical  experience  in  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States,  or  an 
equivalent  experience,  in  ante  and  post  mortem 
examination  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption,  and  in  supervising  the  process  of 
manufacturing  food  products  thereof.  The 
Chief  Inspector  and  all  other  employees  of  the 
said  Bureau  shall  perform  such  duties  in  said 
Bureau  or  elsewhere  in  the  Department  of 
Health  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  by 
his  duly  authorized  Deputy. 

14.  That  in  order  to  avoid  duplication  of 
inspection  at  establishments  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  all 
carcasses  inspected  by  the  said  Bureau  within 
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Baltimore  City  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  respecting  inspection 
of  carcasses  at  the  time  of  slanghter,  and  the 
disposal  of  diseased  carcasses  and  organs  and 
the  tanking  thereof,  so  long  as  the  inspection 
of  snch  carcasses  and  the  disposal  thereof,  as 
aforesaid,  is  snbject  to  Federal  regulations 
and  restrictions  the  same  or  substantially  the 
same  as  herein  provided;  provided  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  his  subordinates 
shall  have  access  at  all  times  to  such  establish- 
ments as  are  under  Federal  inspection  to  the 
same  extent  as  to  other  establishments  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Ordinance  No.  431, 
approved  June  17,  1925 ;  and  providing  further 
that  should  inspection  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  be  withdrawn  from  any  such  estal> 
lishments,  they  shall  become  subject  to  all  the 
provisions  of  the  said  ordinance. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
if  an}^  part  of  this  ordinance  should  be  declared 
invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
then  this  entire  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  or 
no  elfect,  and  the  said  Ordinance  No.  431,  ap- 
proved June  17,  1925,  shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect  as  though  this  ordinance  had  not 
been  passed. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  ninety  (90) 
days  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Wheeeas,  it  appears  from  a  further  study  of 
the  project  that  the  said  sum  of  One  trillion,  five

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (pursuant  to  Chapter  229  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1924)  to  issue  its  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Six 
Million  Dollars  ($6,000,000)  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  extending,  closing,  opening, 
widening,  straightening,  grading,  paving  and  condemn- 
ing Howard  Street  and  other  streets  near  thereto  in 
Baltimore  City,  and  condemning,  opening,  widening, 
straightening,  closing,  grading,  paving  and  constructing 
a  thoroughfare  uniting  the  eastern  and  western  limits 
of  said  City. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  229  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1924,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Conncil  of  Baltimore  is  author- 
ized to  issue  its  certificates  of  indebtedness  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  Six  Million  Dollars 
($6,000,000)  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms 
set  forth  in  said  Act,  the  proceeds  thereof,  not 
exceeding  the  par  value  of  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  to  be  used  to  defray  the  costs  and

of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  costs  and  expenses  of  develop- 
ing, extending  and  improving  the  harbor  of  Baltimore 
and  its  facilities,  the  purchase  of  such  lands  and  other 
property,  the  construction  and  establishment  of  such 
extensions,  alterations  or  changes  in  the  public  wharves, 
docks  and  piers  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  con-

which  the  property  improved  shall  be  rented, 
leased  or  otherwise  let  or  conveyed,  and  until 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  shall 
have  entered  into  a  binding  contract,  covering 
a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  years,  secured  to 
the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  for  the  rental  of 
the  property  so  acquired,  or  to  be  acquired,  im- 
proved or  to  be  improved,  at  an  annual  rental 
charge  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  sum  of  the 
annual  interest  on  the  expenditure  for  the  ac- 
quisition, construction  or  improvement  of  the 
said  property  and  the  annual  sinking  or  retire- 
ment fund  charged  thereon ;  and  should  the  con- 
struction or  improvement  be  upon  or  appurte- 
nant to  land  or  other  property  now  owned  by 
the  city,  the  appraised  value  of  such  land  or 
other  property  shall  be  included  as  a  part  of 
the  cost  of  construction  or  improvement. 

Section  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
after  the  approval  of  this  ordinance  by  the 
voters  of  Baltimore  City,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, none  of  the  stock  authorized  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  380,  approved  July  6th,  1920,  and  now 
unissued,  shall  be  issued  unless  this  ordinance 
shall  be  declared  invalid  by  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  Maryland.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Maryland)  to  issue  additional  stock  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000)  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  cost  and  expense  of  condemning, 
opening,  widening,  straightening,  closing,  grading  and 
paving  streets,  avenues  and  alleys;  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  necessary  bridges,  the  repairing  of  existing 
bridges  and  the  abolishing  of  grade  crossings  in  Balti- 
more City. 

AVhereas,  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred 
by  Chapter  332  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Maryland  of  1927,  and  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  the  Alayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more known  as  Ordinance  No.  1052,  approved 
April  13,  1927,  and  thereafter  duly  submitted  to 
and  ratified  by  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City, 
stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the 
amount  of  Eight  :\Iillion  Dollars  ($8,000,000) 
was  authorized  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  cost  and  expense  of  condemning,

Section  1.  Be  it  ordavned  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  issue  additional  stock 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Two  Mil- 
lion Dollars  ($2,000,000)  from  time  to  time  as 
the  same  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  here- 
inmentioned;  and  said  additional  stock  or  cer- 
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tificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  sold  by  said 
Commissioners  of  Finance  from  time  to  time 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  requisite ;  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  additional  stock  or

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  additional  stock  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00),  or  multiples  there- 
of, to  be  redeemable  in  twenty  (20)  yearly 
series ;  the  first  series  amounting  to  One  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000)  to  be  re- 
deemable on  the  first  day  of  November,  1934; 
and  a  series  of  the  same  amount,  to  wit.  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000)  to  be  re- 
deemable on  November  first  of  each  succeeding 
year  until  and  including  the  year  1953,  when  the 
last  series  shall  have  been  redeemed. 

Said  additional  stock  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness when  issued  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
per  cent.  (5%)  per  annum,  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  at  the 
time  when  any  of  said  additional  stock  or  cer- 
tificates, of  indebtedness  are  issued,  the  interest 
to  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  The  Hecht  Company, 
a  Maryland  corporation,  to  enlarge  by  extending  west- 
wardly  18  feet,  the  structure  or  bridgeway,  4  stories 
high,  above  and  across  Bank  Lane,  now  connecting  its 
building  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Charles  and  Balti- 
more Streets  with  the  building  on  the  east  side  of 
Charles  Street  and  on  the  north  side  of  Bank  Lane,  and 
to  enlarge  by  extending  eastwardly  47  feet  under  the 
surface  of  said  Bank  Lane,  the  subway  or  tunnel  now 
connecting  the  said  buildings,  and  to  repeal  Ordinance 
No.  230,  approved  Dec.  21,  1908,  and  Ordinance  No.  286, 
approved  June  13,  1913,  being  the  Ordinances  under 
which  the  above  mentioned  bridgeway  and  sub-way  or 
tunnel  were  constructed. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  in  pursuance 
of  the  powers  vested  in  it  and  for  the  conven- 
ience of  The  Hecht  Company,  a  Maryland  cor- 
pora) tioii,  its  employees  and  the  public  having 
business  with  said  corporation,  authority  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said 
Hecht  Company,  a  Maryland  corporation,  its 
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successors  and  assigns  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  g-rantee),  to  erect,  construct  and  maintain, 
at  its  own  cost,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
twenty-tive  years,  a  superstructure  or  bridge- 
way,  4  stories  high,  above  and  across  Bank 
Lane,  to  connect  its  buikling  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  Charles  and  Baltimore  Streets  with 
its  building  on  the  east  side  of  Charles  Street 
and  on  the  north  side  of  Bank  Lane,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  following: 

The  lowest  part  of  the  said  superstructure  or 
bridgeway  shall  be  not  less  than  14  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  center  of  Bank  Lane  and  said 
superstructure  shall  be  30  feet  wide  and  4 
stories  high,  thereby  increasing  the  present 
superstructure  or  bridgeway  by  extending  the 
same  westwardly  eighteen  feet.  Xo  woodwork 
or  other  combustible  material  shall  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  same,  and  the  entire 
structure  shall  be  constructed  under  the  super- 
vision of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall  be  at 
all  times  hereafter  under  the  regulation  and 
control  of  the  said  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  construct  and  maintain,  at  its  own 
cost,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
years,  a  subway  or  tunnel  under  the  bed  of  Bank 
Lane,  to  connect  the  premises  of  its  building 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  Charles  and  Balti- 
more Streets  with  its  building  on  the  east  side 
of  Charles  Street  and  on  the  north  side  of  Bank 
Lane,  upon  the  folloAving  terms  and  conditions: 

The  said  subway  or  tunnel  shall  connect  the 
basement  of  the  l)uikling  on  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  (Charles  and  Baltimore  streets  with  its 
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building  on  the  east  side  of  Charles  Street  and 
on  the  north  side  of  Bank  Lane ;  said  subway  or 
hinnel  to  be  constructed  of  concrete  or  brick,  to 
be  not  less  than  five  feet  below  the  surface  of 
the  center  of  said  Bank  Lane,  and  to  be  60  feet 
w^ide  and  11  feet  high,  thereby  increasing  the 
present  subway  or  tunnel  by  extending  the  same 
eastwardly  47  feet;  no  combustible  or  inflam- 
mable material  to  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  same ;  and  said  subway  or  tunnel  shall  be 
constructed  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer,  and 
shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  under  the  regu- 
lation and  control  of  the  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserves  the  right  and  duty,  at 
all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  pub- 
lic, full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation 
and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected 
with  the  said  grants  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  terms  thereof. 

Section  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  maintain  the  said  superstructures  or 
bridgeways  and  the  said  subway  or  tunnel  in 
good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  these 
grants. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
non-compliance  with  any  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  grants  herein  made  by  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  at  any  time 
or  times,  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  said 
grants,  or  either  of  them,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short  of 
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an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any 
forfeiture  of  the  grants  hereby  made. 

Section  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  shall  have  the  right, 
at  any  time  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  pub- 
lic interests  demand  it,  to  revoke  the  rights  and 
privileges  hereby  granted;  and  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  ci  notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  from 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  by  the  grantee,  here- 
under, its  successors  and  assigns,  all  rights 
under  this  ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine, 
as  to  said  superstructures  or  bridgeways  and 
said  subway  or  tunnel,  or  either  of  them,  and 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  remove  the  said  superstructures 
or  bridgeways  and  said  subway  or  tunnel,  or 
either  of  them,  at  its  expense. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  compen- 
sation for  the  bridgeway  privilege  hereby 
granted,  the  sum  of  $700.00  per  annum,  payable 
in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  said 
bridgeway  franchise,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore  as  compensation  for  the  sub- 
way privilege  hereby  granted,  the  sum  of 
$800.00  per  annum,  payable  in  advance,  during 
the  continuance  of  said  subway  franchise. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
the  said  Hecht  Company,  a  Maryland  corpora- 
tion, its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  loss,  claim,  damage  or 
expense  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
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may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from,  tlie  presence, 
construction,  use,  maintenance,  alteration,  re- 
pair, location,  relocation  and  removal  of  said 
superstructure  or  bridgeway  o'^^er  the  said  Bank 
Lane,  and/or  the  said  subway  oi-  tunnel  under 
the  said  Bank  Lane. 

Section  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
Ordinance  No.  230,  approved  Dec.  21,  1908,  and 
Ordinance  No.  286,  approved  June  13,  1913,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  repealed  in  order  that  the 
existing  franchises  under  the  said  Ordinances, 
and  the  franchise  under  this  Ordinance,  for 
the  extension  of  the  said  bridgeway  and  said 
subway  or  tunnel,  may  expire  at  the  same  time. 

Section  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

15  feet  wide,  120  feet  southeast  from  Belvedere  Avenue, 
from  the  northeast  side  of  Elmer  Avenue  to  the  south- 
west side  of  Denmore  Avenue,  in  accordance  with  a  plat 
thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing Streets,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  1928,  and 
now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  across  Pennington  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Thi^t  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  here- 
b}^  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate a  railroad  track  across  Pennington  Avenue, 
the  center  line  of  said  track  being  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  said  center  line  at  a  point  on 
the  east  line  of  Pennington  Avenue,  which  said 
point  is  1611.8  feet  southerly  from  the  south 
line  of  Benhill  Street  measured  along  the  said 
east  line  of  Pennington  Avenue,  and  thence 
running  south  63°-51'-  west,  the  distance  of  64.7 
feet  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of  Pennington 
Avenue  which  is  1636.0  feet  southerly  from  the 
said  south  line  of  Benhill  Street,  measured 
along  the  west  line  of  Pennington  Avenue. 

The  track  hereby  authorized  is  shown  on  the 
attached  blue  print  by  the  line  colored  red. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and 
that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and  en- 
joyed within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as  pro-

and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee,  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  includino-  in  such  revahiatioii 
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the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals 
not  exceeding'  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five 
years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said  right 
herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation 
of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said  grantee,  to 
be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which 
shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said 
grantee  said  valuation;  the  said  payment  to  be 
a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the 
right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted, 
the  said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two 
arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be 
appointed  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree 
between  themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbi- 
trator, and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the 
revaluation  and  valuation  aforesaid;  provided, 
that  if  the  said  two  arbitrators  shall,  after  a 
reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire, 
then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  regu- 
lation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  v\^ith  the  terms  thereof,  and  that 
non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of 
the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
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hereby  made,  wliieli  shall  thereupon  he  and  he- 
come  void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  flavor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks,  on  said 
streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  space 
between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free 
from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  without  ob- 
structing the  other  portions  of  said  streets  on 
either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often  as  said  streets 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
chorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
I  he  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision 
md  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails 
^o  be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals 
Thereof,  from  t'me  to  time,  sliall  be  of  such  char- 
acter, size  and  weight  as  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the 
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location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  convenience  may  require  it  and 
he  shall  issue  a  written  order  therefor  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City. 

Section  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  an- 
num, payable  in  advance,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  said  franchise  and  rights,  the  number 
of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of  said 
annual  compensation  to  be  tixed  by  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the 
measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of 
lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or 
operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  ; 
and  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  shall  also  pay  all  expense  of  adver- 
tising this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  day:^ 
after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of 
any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  becomes  necessary  from  time  to  time  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  operation,  presence, 
use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and 
removal  of  said  tracks : 

A.  The    relocating,    altering,    repairing,    re- 
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placing,  protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  iii 
concrete  of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  be- 
longing to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  occupied 
by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all 
paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur 
face  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and 
alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for 
the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets, 
alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  ail 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Section  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  liereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  aban- 
don the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon 
the  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said 
plant  and  property,  then  in  any  of  such  events, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to 
the  tracks  and  franchises  so  affected,  without 
any  compensation  to  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  and  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly  remove 
the  tracks  and  ai)purtenances  so  affected,  at  its 
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entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  hy  the  said 
Hi^'hways  lilngineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  re- 
moval of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  High- 
ways Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such 
removals  of  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  promptly  pave  or  re- 
pave,  at  their  entire  expense,  the  street  beds, 
curbs  and  sidewalks  of  all  streets  and  alleys 
disturbed  by  such  removal  of  tracks,  the  said 
paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with  such  mate 
rials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in  each  in^ 
stance. 

Section  9.  Afid  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within 
a  reasonable  time  any  of  the  work  herein  re- 
quired to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained, Thai 
the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnity  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  loss,  claim,  damage  or 
expense,  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  al- 
teration, repair,  location,  relocation  and  remov- 
al of  said  railroad  tracks,  and  especially  from 
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any  failure  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  perform 
in  a  proper  and  careful  manner  any  of  the  acts, 
duties  and  obligations  upon  it  or  them  by  this 
ordinance  imposed. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized. 

Section  12.  A)id  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section 
be  and.  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  4  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  of  1927,  entitled  "Car- 
riages, Horses,  Boats  and  Scows,"  said  new  sec- 
tion to  come  in  immediately  after  Section  94  of 
said  Article  to  be  known  as  Section  94A,  and  to 
read  as  follows : 
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94A.  On  Charles  street  between  Twentieth 
street  and  Lafayette  avenue,  on  Maryland  ave- 
nue between  Twentieth  street  and  Lafayette 
avenue,  and  on  Xorth  avenue  between  St.  Paul 
street  and  Oak  street,  no  vehicles  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  for  a  longer  time  than  two  hours 
continuoush',  in  any  one  block  between  the 
hours  of  7.30  A.  M.  and  6  o'clock  P.  M.  on  any 
day,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted;  in 
the  space  in  the  center  of  North  avenue  between 
Charles  street  and  Oak  street,  designated  for 
the  parking  of  vehicles,  no  vehicles  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  for  a  period  exceeding  two  hours 
continuously,  in  any  one  block,  between  the 
hours  of  7.30  A.  M.  and  6  o'clock  P.  M.  on  any 
day,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

condennied  for  said  Eastern  Avenue  underpass 
being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  First  at  a  point  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  north  side  of  P]astern 
Avenue,  as  now  laid  out,  and  the  west  side  of 
Haven  Street,  as  now  laid  out;  and  running

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized  to  construct,  operate  and  main- 
tain a  single  railroad  track  across  Johnson 
Street,  the  center  line  of  said  track  being  de- 
scribed as  follows  : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  east  side  of 
Johnson  Street  at  a  point  85.00  feet  north  of 
the  north  side  of  Winder  Street,  and  running 
thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  with  a  curve 
to  the  right  with  a  radius  of  602.62  feet  the  dis- 
tance of  73.62  feet  more  or  less  to.  a  point  on  the 
west  side  of  Johnson  Street  52.32  feet  north  of 
the  north  side  of  Winder  Street.  The  track 
hereby  authorized  is  shown  on  the  attached  blue 
print  by  the  lines  colored  red. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That

grantee  said  valuation ;  the  said  payment  to  be 
a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the 
right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted,  the 
said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two 
arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  be- 
tween themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitra- 
tor, and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbi- 
trators shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the 
revaluation  and  valuation  aforesaid;  provided, 
that  if  the  said  two  arbitrators  shall,  after  a 
reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire, 
then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  regu- 
lation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that 
non-compliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of 
the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  o^jerate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
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hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  be- 
come void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks,  on  said 
streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  space 
between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free 
from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  without  ob- 
structing the  other  portions  of  said  streets  on 
either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often  as  said  streets 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  that  the  rails 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  and  renewals 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  of  such  char- 
acter, size  and  weight  as  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee  here- 
under, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the 
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location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engi- 
neer the  public  convenience  may  require  it  and 
he  shall  issue  a  written  order  therefor  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  an- 
num, payable  in  advance,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  said  franchise  and  rights,  the  number 
of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of  said 
annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the 
measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of 
lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or 
operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ; 
and  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  adver- 
tising this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days 
after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of 
any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  becomes  necessary  from  time  to  time  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  operation,  presence, 
use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and 
removal  of  said  tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in 
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concrete  of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  be- 
longing to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  occupied 
by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all 
paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur- 
face structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and 
alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for 
the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets, 
alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Section  8.  And  he  it  further'  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  aban- 
don the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon 
the  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
election  of  the  Cit}^  of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said 
plant  and  property,  then  in  any  of  such  events, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to 
the  tracks  and  franchises  so  affected,  without 
any  compensation  to  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  and  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly  remove 
the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so  atfected,  at  its 
entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the  said 
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Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  re- 
moval of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  High- 
ways Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such 
removals  of  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  promptly  pave  or  re- 
pave,  at  their  entire  expense,  the  street  beds,

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  A\dthin 
a  reasonable  time  any  of  the  work  herein  re- 
quired to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  w'ork  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained, That 
the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnity  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  loss,  claim,  damage  or 
expense  to  which  said  ^layor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  al- 
teration, repair,  location,  relocation  and  remov- 
al of  said  railroad  tracks,  and  especially  from 
any  failure  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  said 
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grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  perform 
in  a  proper  and  careful  manner  any  of  the  acts, 
duties  and  obligations  upon  it  or  them  by  this 
ordinance  imposed. 

Section  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized. 

Section  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  etf ect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

Beginning  for  the  same  in  the  center  of  the 
track  now  constructed  and  maintained  under  the 
terms  of  Ordinance  No.  201,  approved  April  27, 
1899,  at  a  point  one  hundred  and  two  feet  south 
of  the  south  building  line  of  Barre  Street,  and 
running  thence  for  the  center  line  of  the  track 
hereby  authorized  in  a  northerly  direction  by  a 
curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius  of  two  hundred 
feet  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet ;  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius 
of  one  hundred  feet  the  distance  of  ninety-two 
feet  to  connect  with  the  track  now  constructed 
and  maintained  by  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  under  the  terms  and  provi- 
sions of  said  Ordinance  No.  97,  approved  April

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shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  under  the  supervision

in  advance  during  the  continuance  of  the  said 
franchise  and  rights,  the  number  of  feet  of 
track  and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual  com- 
pensation to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City,  upon  the  measurement  by 
him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track 
constructed,  maintained,  or  operated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall 
also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  Ordi- 
nance. Upon  the  payments  above  provided,  the 
said  railroad  company  shall  be  relieved  of  the 
obligation  to  make  the  annual  payments  of 
$55.00  per  annum,  provided  for  in  said  Ordi- 
nance Xo.  97,  approved  April  23,  1912;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  charges  accrued  up  to 
the  date  of  approval  of  this  Ordinance  have 
been  duly  paid  and  satisfied. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all 
paving,  curl)ing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  sur- 
face structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and 
alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  j^ipes,  as  may  be  required  for 
the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets, 
alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sectiox  8.  A)td  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  aban- 
don the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon 
the  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to  take  said 
plant  and  property,  then  in  any  of  such  events, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights

may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence,

any  failure  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  perform 
in  a  proper  and  careful  manner  any  of  the  acts, 
duties  and  obligations  upon  it  or  them  by  this 
ordinance  imposed. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained y  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall 
continue  to  have  the  right  to  stand  cars  on  the 
track  constructed  under  Ordinance  No.  97,  ap- 
proved April  23,  1912,  in  Barre  Street,  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  9  of  said  Ordinance,  and  that 
it  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  cars  for  loading 
and  unloading  on  that  portion  of  the  track  to  be 
constructed  on  the  west  side  of  South  Eutaw 
Street  between  the  points  where  said  track  is 
intersected  by  the  extension  easterly  of  the 
north  side  of  Barre  Street,  and  the  south  side 
of  Wayne  Street,  and  the  north  side  of  Wayne 
Street  and  the  termination  of  said  track  ninety- 
one  feet  north  thereof,  and  on  the  remaining 
portion  of  said  tracks  authorized  by  this  Ordi- 
nance the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs shall  not  stand  a  car  or  cars. 

Section  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

and  thence  southerly  in  Lowman  Street  and  across  Bea- 
son Street  to  a  point  on  the  south  side  of  Beason  Street 
east  of  Lowman  Street.  And  to  further  authorize  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  construct  a 
track  across  Marriott  Street  west  of  Decatur  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  operate  and  maintain 
a  single  railroad  track  across  Lowman  and  Bea- 
son Streets,  the  center  line  of  said  track  being 
described  as  follows  : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the  west 
side  of  Lowman  Street  95  feet  north  of  the  north 
side  of  Beason  Street  and  running  thence  south- 
erly in  the  bed  of  Lowman  Street  97  feet  to  a 
point  on  the  north  line  of  Beason  Street,  22  feet

street  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving 
the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  track  and  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

The  said  Western  Maryland  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocat- 
ing, strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete,  all 
subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  located  in  the 
street  beneath  the  space  betw^een  the  rails  of 
said  track  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of, and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocat- 
ing any  surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City 
made  necessary  by  the  construction,  presence, 
use  and  maintenance  of  said  track,  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Highways  Engineer  as  to  the  w^ork 
necessary  to  safeguard  said  subsurface  struc- 
tures and  as  to  the  necessity  of  relocating  any 
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surface  structures  to  be  final;  and  the  said 
Western  Maryland  Railway  Company  shall  also 
pay  to  the  City  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the 
amount  due,  the  cost  of  such  additional  sewer 
inlet  or  inlets  with  the  necessary  connecting- 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  High- 
ways Engineer  are  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  as  the  result  of  the  construc- 
tion of  said  tracks.

jected, on  account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any- 
wise resulting  from  the  presence,  construction, 
use,  maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location, 
relocation  and/or  removal  of  said  subway  or 
tunnel.

exercise  similar  substituted  rights  and  franchises  on  the 
west  and  southwest  side  of  Cornwall  Street,  as  proposed 
to  be  opened  and  improved  by  the  City  from  a  point 
where    Cornwall    Street    crosses    the    Sparrows    Point 
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Branch  of  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  extending 
thence  along  Cornwall  Street  in  a  southerly  direction 
crossing  an  arm  of  Colgate  Creek  and  continuing  thence 
in  a  southeasterly  direction  to  the  existing  bridge  of  the 
Railways  Company  over  Colgate  Creek;  with  connec- 
tions to  be  made  with  its  tracks  as  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed upon  private  right-of-way  intersecting  the  pro-

tain stretch  of  Cornwall  Street  as  proposed  to 
be  opened  and  improved  by  the  City,  in  lieu  of 
its  perpetual  rights  as  now  enjoyed  on  private 
rights-of-way  on  Cornwall  Street,  as  proposed 
to  be  opened  and  improved  by  the  City,  and  on 
Twelfth  Avenue. 

Whereas,  The  City  is  about  to  open  and  im- 
prove a  new  street,  to  be  known  as  Cornwall 
Street,  from  Holabird  Avenue  (formerly  Fifth 
Avenue),  extending  in  a  southerly  direction 
crossing  the  Sparrows  Point  Branch  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Eailroad  and  across  an  arm  of 
Colgate  Creek,  and  continuing  in  a  southeast- 
erly direction  to  the  existing  bridge  of  the  Rail- 
ways Company  over  Colgate  Creek,  and  the 
Railways  Company  is  entitled  to  substituted 
rights-of-way  and  franchises  so  that  its  tracks 
may  be  relocated  on  Cornwall  Street  in  pursu 
ance  of  said  agreement.
